An inkling of the facts was 
conveyed to Mr. 
Jerom e 
indirectly 
from V. Ziegfeld, a theatrical m anager, 
who is Anna H eld’s husband, and at 
present living In Parts. 
Mr. Zelgfeld m et one of his new 
York theatrical friends In a railroad 
station In Paris a little while ago and 
the conversation drifted to the Thaw 
tragedy. 
Mr. Ziegfeld expressed sur­ 
prise th at the authorities had not yet 
got hold of evidence th a t would go a 
long way tow ard clearing up the mys­ 
tery h ereto ijre cloaking the m otile 
of Thaw. 
“The tragedy 
occurred some d iy s 
prior to my last trip from Am erica,” 
said Mr. Zelgfred, "and I was full of 
It on my way over. It was the princi­ 
pal subject of conve-sation on deck 
and a t table. 
Among the passengers 
was a young woman very well known

G E T S C H E A P GAS. 


Chicago, 
Aug. 
9.—An 
indictm ent j 
charging the Standard Oil company 
of receiving rebates in the form of non­ 
payment of storage to railroad compa­ 
nies 
was 
returned 
by the Federal 
grand Jury before Judge Betbeat. The 
Standard Oil company is the only de­ 
fendant, no officials of the company, 
railroad companies nor officials being 
named. The bond was fixed by Judge 
B etheat at $25,000. 
This Is the case 
investigated by grand jury at Cleve­ 
land, where it was found th at the jury 
bad D jurisdiction. 
The testimony 
taken there was transferred to Chi­ 
cago. 
It was on this testim ony and 
evidence th a t this indictm ent was re­ 
turned so quickly. 
Th# grand jury immediately resum ­ 
ed its session to take up the charge 
th at the Standard Oil company was 
given some rebates by railroads. 
The 
Indictm ent contains nineteen counts, 
each count 
constituting 
a separate 
charge. 
It comes under the Elkina 
law, which provides a fine of from 
$1,000 to $20,000 for each violation. 
U nder 
this 
indictm ent, should the 
governm ent procure a conviction on 
the trial of the Issues, a fine of $380,- 
000 as a m ax im in under the Elkins 
law may be assessed. 
The indictm ent alleges th at by a 
system of granting the Standard Oil 
company certain concessions the oil 
company benefited to the extent of 
$8,500.72 during a oerlod of tim e from 
August, 1903, to February, 19<>5. 
The 
indictm ent, as explained by the gov­ 
ernm ent attorneys, m eans th at in nine- 
. UmoL U sa n ces consignm ents of tdl 
for the Standard Oil company were 
stored by the I-«ake Shore and Michi­ 
gan Southern Railroad company, and 
that the railroad company received 
no payment of 5 cents per ton per day 
from the oil company for such stor­ 
age, but th at its com petitors were 
1 compelled to pay this amount. 
This 
is equivalent to granting a concession, 
: It is charged, the non-payment of the 
storage charges being practically a re­ 
bate in favor of the Standard Oil 
company. 
Each account sets up a 
discrim ination of from $300 to $500.

If the natural gas supply fails, then 
artificial gas will be furnished at 75 
cents per 1,000 cubic feet.

profits for ten years.
